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In presenting our report of schools for the year just closed, 
we are able to state that their condition is in most respects very 
satisfactory. Especially is this the case with the higher and 
graded schools. The interruption due to sickness has been 
rather greater than usual, particularly in Ashuelot, where the 
attendance during the winter term was very light. The 
efficiency of the high school was also impaired by the frequent 
changes of teachers, three different instructors having had 
charge of the school during the year. This is much to be 
regretted. However capable a teacher may be, he cannot 
expect to become fully familiar with the pupils, with the 
peculiar methods of each new place, and with all the new sur- 
roundings, under several weeks, which is practically lost time. 
Should he not prove capable or adapted to his work, or should 
he fail to secure the good will of his pupils, then the whole 
term may be a failure. In the outlying and ungraded schools, 
such changes, while not desirable if very frequent, are yet far 
less injurious, from the fact that in such schools a teacher can 
become qualified to take up the work in a few days at most. 

The present condition of the high school seems to be in every 
way desirable, and the instruction during the term just closed 
- gives evidence that good work is being done there. In the 
smaller schools it has been possible in many instances to 
secure teachers who were residents of such districts, thus di- 
minishing expense and affording a probability of securing the 
same teacher for perhaps several successive terms. We might 
say that the difficult problem which continues to confront us, 
is, how to meet the ever increasing expenses of our schools, 
with the amount of money at command. ‘The question of 
carrying scholars alone, if all the claims which are presented 
for payment were considered, would be a serious one. The 
fact that the law gives permission to pay for carrying has led 
to a very wide-spread misconception on the subject, and, as a 
result, to the bringing in of large bills, some of them reasona- 
ble, but many of them unreasonable and excessive. We cannot 
help feeling that that kind of legislation, which encourages 
the feeling of dependence, the disposition to receive aid regard- 
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less of merit, is very unwise. We regret that there is still a 
tendency to multiply school districts and build school houses 
where the number of scholars is very small, and where the 
future prospects for even a small number are very uncertain. 
When school funds are thus distributed, the results must be 
disastrous. 

The amount of money used for the purchase of school 
supplies has been about five hundred dollars, which, being 
only about one dollar per capita for the year, does not seem 
extravagant, especially when we consider that many of the 
books first purchased are now nearly or quite worn out and 
must be replaced by new ones, and that such material as 
paper, pens, crayon, pencils, ink, etc., are all furnished from 
this fund. 

We note with regret what seems a growing tendency on 
the part of scholars to absent themselves from school. This 
evil tendency seems to exist to about the same degree among. 
the Americans as among the foreign element. In the early 
days when all educational and other advantages had to be 
struggled for, they seemed to be prized; now, when all the 
conditions of life are easier, when, perhaps, the parent from 
his accumulated wealth, does too much for the child, when, 
in addition to all this, the state steps.in and gives assistance, 
such as furnishing text books, carrying scholars, is it to be 
wondered at that such advantages are not prized! We are 
compelled to admit that, with all the grand opportunities now 
afforded by our schools, with well equipped teachers, with free 
text books, with books of reference and apparatus, the results 
are far from satisfactory. There is more or less of enforced 
attendance. ‘The standing of pupils, with a few exceptions, 
is low, and vacations to the majority are welcome periods. 
This is a question which hes almost wholly with parents to 
remedy. With the fierce competition in all pursuits of life, 
how important it is that the child should go forth as well 
equipped for its battles as a good education can make him. 

Some complaints having reached us that the outer districts 
were not favored in having winter schools, with an intimation 
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of unjust discrimination, for the benefit of such we wish to 
make a comparison. In the old No. 1 district, which had no 
winter school, the cost of maintaining that school of seven 
. pupils was about fourteen dollars per pupil for the year, and 
even this high rate would doubtless have been higher had it 
not been for the fact that the teacher practically lived in the 
district and boarded at home. In the center, on the other 
hand, the cost per pupil was only about nine dollars, and this 
with experienced teachers. By a comparison it will be seen 
that in No. 1 the cost was fourteen dollars per scholar for 
nineteen weeks, whereas in the center, the cost was only nine 
dollars for thirty-four weeks.

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GENERAL REGULATIONS OF THE 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF THE UNION DISTRICT. 


REGULATION 1.—TimeE oF OPENING. 


There shall be two sessions of the schools daily except 
Saturdays; the morning session from 8.30 to 12; the after- 
noon session from I to 3.15. 


REGULATION II.—ABSENCE. 


In the high and grammar schools no pupil shall be admit- 
ted after absence without a satisfactory excuse from parent or 
guardian. 


REGULATION III.—ABSENCE wirHouT EXcUSE. 


Any student who shall be absent from school four days 
consecutively in one term without satisfactory excuse, shall be 
suspended for the remainder of the term unless restored by 
action of the board. 


REGULATION IV.—Excusss. 


Except in cases of obvious necessity no teacher shall grant 
excuse for absence to any pupil, unless such request be ac- 
companied by a verbal or written statement from parent or 
guardian. 


REGULATION V.—OrpkeEr. 


No running, jumping, playing, or loud talking shall be 
allowed in any part of the school building. Pupils are ac- 
countable to their teachers for any misconduct in going to or 
returning from school except when under care of parent or 
guardian.

REGULATION VI.—Visi1T1ING OTHER Rooms. 


Pupils shall not be allowed to visit any other school room 
than the one they attend, or any room not occupied as a school 
room in the school building, unless by special permission from 
the janitor or teachers. ‘Teachers are requested not to give 
such permission except in cases of obvious necessity. 


REGULATION VII.—ABsENcE aT CLOSE oF TERM. 


Pupils absenting themselves from public or written exam- 
inations, without reasonable excuse, shall forfeit their right to 
promotion. 


REGULATION VIII.—PrRomotTions. 


No pupil whose average in any study is below 65 per cent. 
or whose average in all the studies of the year is below 75 per 
cent. shall be promoted to a higher grade. Any pupil falling 
below 65 per cent. in only one study may take a special exam- 
ination in that study at one of the regular deficiency examina- 
tions if desired. 


REGULATION IX.—DEFIciENcy EXAMINATIONS. 


Regular opportunity shall be offered those unavoidably 
absent, or failing to pass examinations, to make up such defi- 
ciency, on the second Saturday of each term, or at any other 
special examination. 


REGULATION X.—ENTRANCE EXAMINATION. 


The entrance examination to the high school shall be held 
on the second Saturday before the close of the spring term. 
One week before such examination the teachers of the high 
school shall prepare a list of examination papers suitable for 
such examination and present them to the board. Within ten 
days after such examination the principal of the high school 
shall place on file with the board the marked examination 


papers.

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COURSES OF INSTRUCTION. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


THE LATIN ENGLISH COURSE 


is designed to impart a practical knowledge of the higher 
branches of an English education, and to fit for the best scien- 
tific schools. Latin is required for four years and covers the 
complete preparatory work prescribed by leading colleges. 
Arrangements can generally be made to take Greek or Ger- 
man if desired. 


THE COMPLETE ENGLISH COURSE 


includes all the English and scientific studies taught in the 
school. 


ENGLISH. 


It is intended that every graduate of the school shall know 
how to use the English language accurately and with force. 
Exercises in declamation and composition are requized of 
every scholar throughout the course. ‘The study of rhetoric 
is made eminently practical. English literature is pursued by 
the critical reading of as many as possible of the masterpieces 
of the language. The course also comprises a study of the 
origin and history of the English language. 


MATHEMATICS. 


The course in mathematics includes a careful study and re- 
view of arithmetic, algebra through quadratics, and plane 
geometry. 
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CHEMISTRY AND PHYSICS. 


The recitations in chemistry and physics are accompanied 
by experiments illustrative of the principles under considera- 
tion.

The history of England is made to include the history of 
the English people, as well as their government, and to trace 
the growth of civilization as outlined by the Anglo Saxon 
race. Modern history does for Europe what English history 
does for England. Ancient history is studied in connection 
with either the Latin or English course. Civil government is 
studied both as a science and a history. 


LATIN. 


The humanestic or literary method is, in the main, pur- 
sued. Grammar and forms are taught as a means to an end. 
The forms and contents of Latin writers, the. gradual discov- 
ery of facts, and then the meaning of Roman history. The 
investigation of archeological problems, the appreciation of 
poetic style and prosedy, the comprehension of ancient ethics 
and philosophy, together with the knowledge of Roman daily 
life and private character, are all duly emphasized, and 
especial attention is given to making the student’s knowledge 
of his own language broader and deeper.

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REGULATIONS OF HIGH SCHOOL. 


SELECTION OF STupDIES.—On entering the school each 
pupil will be required to select one of the courses prescribed 
and to take the full number of studies in the course selected, 
unless special arrangements are made with the school board. 

DeremeERITs.—When the conduct of a pupil is injurious to 
the discipline of the school, the principal shall report the case 
to the school board. 

SCHOLARSHIP.—At the middle and close of each term a 
statement showing progress and deportment of each pupil will 
be sent to the parent or guardian. 

MAKING UP STUDIES.—Every recitation missed by absence 
must be made up or marked zero. If a pupil wishes to make 
up a study missed the day before he will state his desire at the 
beginning of the recitation. In other cases special arrange- 
ments must be made with the teacher. 

EXAMINATIONS.—Written examinations will occur at the 
middle and close of each term, and all examinations must be 
satisfactorily passed. When absence from examination is 
absolutely necessary, the pupil will be required to pass the 
examination before he can be received again into the same or 
higher grades. 

ConpiTions.—No student will be allowed to graduate 
whose standing falls below 65 per cent. in any one study, or 
whose general standing is below 75 pér cent. 

Honors.—The honors of valedictory and salutatory shall 
be assigned upon the basis of scholarship for the four years’ 
course.

A few words of explanation concerning several matters of 
expenditures may not be amiss as we close the labors of a 
very busy year in town affairs. A spring has been purchased 
from which water has been conducted to Evergreen cemetery. 
For this purpose a sum was already in the treasury which had 
been appropriated to this use. And we have carried ‘out the 
work, though the sum referred to was inadequate. 

The circumstances which led to the laying out of a new 
road and building a bridge near the tannery are probably 
familiar to most of our citizens. One of the best industries 
in our town required a new bridge and highway. The pro- 
posal made by the proprietors of the tannery were, in our 
judgment, not only fair but liberal. The town furnished the 
abutments upon which the tannery company placed and 
turned over to the town a substantial iron bridge, which prom- 
ises to be a great convenience as well as an ornament to the 
town. Of the bridge at the railway crossing we would say 
the Connecticut River Railroad company bore the whole ex- 
pense of the abutments and one-half the cost of the bridge. 
The necessary grading was expensive, but the crossing is safer 
by being thus elevated, in consideration of the fact that the 
railroad makes very sharp curves on either side of the cross- 
ing. We trust that this work is acceptable to the people. 

The action of the selectmen respecting the electric lights 
has been explained in a recent newspaper article. Having 
employed an expert engineer (sent by the Massachusetts Elec- 
trical Engineering Co., of Boston,) to investigate the matter of 
our street lamps, we made a contract with the Ashuelot Val- 
ley Electric Light, Heat and Power Co. to furnish the two 
villages with light for a term of five years, as we were author- 
ized to do by vote of the town. 

We find, as reported by the board of gas and electric light 
commissioners of Massachusetts, that Winchester is getting

her lights cheaper than many of the cities and larger towns in 
that state. 

According to a vote last spring, we have built a sidewalk 
on Mechanic street, and we found the street so narrow that 
we were obliged to widen it in order to have the walk. This 
caused quite an outlay. 

We have paid the interest due upon bonds and notes to 
the amount of $811.17, for which no appropriation was made. 

The expenses of the past year have been, in some regards, 
large. The prevalence of sickness during the},winter has 
necessitated larger outlay for the poor than would otherwise 
have been made. We have aimed to remember mercy as well 
as justice in caring for the poor. 

Gratefully acknowledging the kindness and consideration 
of our friends and constituents, our report is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

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freer OK OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of 
Winchester: 


Gentlemen,—We have but a brief report to make of the 
matters under our charge for the year just ended. 

We have given prompt attention to all complaints brought 
before us, and certain of the sanitary reforms which we have 
ordered to be done are not yet completed, but will be finished 
as soon as possible after spring opens. We have always recog- 
nized the difficulty in the way of carrying out sanitary reforms 
and have been loth to take the extreme measures which the law 
empowers us to do, when it has seemed a great hardship for 
the property owner to comply with the requirements, owing to 
the total lack of public ways for the discharge of sewerage 
and other wastes. 

Early in summer, certain of our citizens brought about an 
inspection of places in the village of Winchester by the secre- 
tary of the State Board of Health. This gentlemen holds that 
we have erred on the side of forbearance; in other words, he 
says that it is our duty to compel every property owner to take 
care of his own wastes and sewerage in such a manner as to 
be inoffensive to his neighbors, and to keep his premises in 
good sanitary condition, whether there is any public means for 
the discharge of sewerage or not. . 

Therefore, because it is held that we have no discretion in 
the matter, but must hold to the strict letter of the law, we 
hope that our fellow townsmen will remember that in villages, 
constantly increasing in population as ours are, there is each 
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year more imperative need on the part of the public for the 
disposal of waste and sewerage; and we hope they will let no 
short-sighted policy on their part make the action of the health 
officers seem unduly oppressive. 

There have been four cases of scarlet fever, and three cases 
of diphtheria reported to us.

Art. 4.—To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise to keep the roads in repair the ensuing year. 

ArT. 5.—To see what method the town will vote to take 
to support the poor the ensuing year, and raise money therefor. 

Art. 6.—To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the fire department for the ensuing year. 

ArT. 7.—To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for decorating soldiers’ graves. 

ArT. 8.—To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for the town library the ensuing year. 

ART. 9.—To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for the care and improvement of Evergreen cemetery for 
the ensuing year. 

ArT. 10.—To see if the town will vote to pay the firemen 
anything in addition to which is allowed them by law. 

ArT. 11.—To see if the town will vote to lay out a street 
near the new houses built by the Winchester Tannery Co., 
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leading from Main street to Mechanic street, raise money 
therefor, or act anything thereon. 

ArT. 12.—To see if the town will vote to establish an 
electric arc light near the house of Walter Hildreth, one near 
the house of Willard Jennings, one near the house of Earl 
Evans, one near the house of Henry Norwood, and one near 
the house of Ann Russell, in the village of Winchester, one 
near the railroad station in Ashuelot, one near the center of 
the lower village, and one near Broad brook, on the road 
to Hinsdale, raise money therefor, or act anything thereon. 

ArT. 13.—To hear the report of the Conant library build- 
ing committee and take such action thereon as thought expe- 
dient. 

ART. 14.—-To see if the town will vote to establish a 
board of library trustees, to determine the number of which 
the board shall consist, and to provide in what manner it 
shall be elected or appointed, or act anything thereon. 

ArT. 15.—To see what action the town will take to prop- 
erly grade the grounds and provide such furniture and heating 
apparatus as deemed expedient in the Conant library building 
and grounds, or transact any other business deemed _ necessary 
to the future utility of the said library. 

ArT. 16.—To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to apply to the school district of Winchester for 
leave to extend the grading on the south side of the Conant 
library building over and upon the grounds of said school 
district, or act anything thereon. 

ART. 17.—To see if the town will vote to build a concrete 
walk on Michigan street from the bank to the north line of 
. Mrs. Oliver Kendrick’s premises, raise money therefor or act 
anything thereon.
